THE WAR OF THE FUTURE. 


Yesterday's telegrams contained a significant 
announcement of the opinion of the American 
Press ay to the inevitableness of the war be- 
tween Japan and the U d States.

in the course of those ages one of the fixed 
conditions of thought end feeling among the 
masses, making a just equality of treatment for 
the momient nearly impossible.The Far Eastern 
States, for example, cannot confine their 
einigration to families only, and families of the 
best character, while the white States cannot 
coerce their uneducatéd populations into accept- 
ing their yellow competitors as friends and 
helpers. The movement, if -it became general, 
must inevitably develop small industrial civil 
wars; and diplomatists may on that ground 
alone use all their energies to prevent by agree- 
ment what must otherwise prove a disturbing 
contact, in.the absence of which peace between 
the races might reign for ages, 

But, the diplomatists will ask with reason, 
on what lines are we to suggest agreements | 
‘They will be difficult to arrange, but they are 
not altogether impéssible As we understand 
the matter, none of the Far Exstern Govern- 
ments are particularly anxious that their 
subjects should emigrate, On the other hand, 
Europeans and Americans of the working: class 
do not seek the Far Eastern States as places 
for settlement. It must therefore be possible for 
the Gevernments on both sides to discourage 
emigration ; as, for instance, the Government 
of Indiaynow does whenever the demand comes 
from places which it’ considers unsuitable 
under the prevailing conditions, or unwhole- 
some/by reason cf climate, That Government 
has once or twice used its reserved power to 
control emigration in a very decided way, once 
nearly ruining the colony of Réunion, for oxam- 
‘ple, which depended upon-a. supply of Indian 
labour, when it suspected or knew that the 
emigrants, under a delusion about the danger 
from cholera, were being-harshly treated. These 
agreements once made, the whole question 
would be under the official control of the 
responsible Governments, who might, by intro- 
ducing « passport .system, prevent over-nume- 
rous immigration without preventing, or even 
restricting, the ordinary moyements-of com- 
merce or shipping. They could pass* all traders’. 
agents or bagmen, while forbidding coolies to 
be taken on board, Diplomatiste may easily 
make better suggestions than this, but this is 
the object they should ‘seek, and seek now; 
before any. overwhelming demand or habit of 
smigration renders “precautions hopeless, or su 
burdensome to great “interests” that the 
Foreign Offices would rio longer retain a free 
hand, They ‘may rely on it that it will be many 
years, perhaps many decades, before the jea- 
lousy of the white workmen will subside; while 
it is most, unreasonable to expect that the Far 
Eastern populations, which are so steadily 
claiming their place in the arrangements of the 
world, will for ever bear to see their children 
insulted and injured because of an abstract 
theory that their presence is injurious to alien 
civilisations, For the moment the Foreign 
Offices: may imagine that the East can make 
no effective reprisaly, and .therefore they may 
neglect the subject ; but that is an illusion 
resembling that ‘of the Russian statesmen who 
fancied, before the war, that Japan was a 
little Power which, even if it felt affronted, 
could be safely defied or coerced, These States 
are not minor Powers, but are as sensitive as 
if they were ; and if affronted, they may find 
means of asserting themselves which will 
produce a senso, if not of dismay, at least of 
perplexity in very great Governments indeed.

ALEXANDRIA’S PORT: 


HARBOUR IMPROVEMENTS. - 


PROGRESS OF A GREAT WORK. 


‘Considerable progress has been made of late 
in the great works intended to improve the 
accommodation of the port ot Alexandria. 'The 
four moat important ondertakings are : (1) the 
inolosore of the outer harbour at the oost of 
L.E. 120,000 by prolonging the great break 
water and by throwiug ont a breakwater 
from the new cattle port qury ; (2) thecon- 
sfrootion of three new timber qaays for six 
ships ; (3) the constraction of a new coal 
qnay for eight sbips;, (4) tha constraction 
of the Arsenal quay with berths for foor 
ships ; (5) the. creation of a new pass capa- 
ble of allowing the largest commercial steamer 
topass safely in ‘and out of the port in all 
weathers, and, in conjunction with the existing 
pase, to provide an alternative exit and egress, 
in case of a block in one of them. We will 
deal with the present state of each of these 
works in the order given above. 

THE BREAKWATER, 

The two branches. of the breakwater will 
be each 450 metres in length. The extension 
from the landside, which jate out from the 
qnarantine park port, hsa only jast began to 
be made, and will not be finished before May 
lst, 1908. The work on the prolongation of 
the. great breakwater began last Aug7st, and 
slready one bandred metres.op.to the level 
of the sea have been built..Three handred 
metres have been constracted to a distacve 
of three imetres below sea level. The whole 
extent of this branch will be complete next 
November. 

TIMBER QUAYS. 
The new quays /for the timber ships are 


| situated between the Kamarieh harboor ond 


the graving dock, The embankments are 
complete up’to the beginning of the moles, and 
a hundred metros of the fi-st mole are finished, 
A million cubic metres of earthworks have been 
executed, and a thousand blocks of concrete, 
twelve cabic metres each, are ready to be 
placed in position.- All the three qusys will: be 
finished and ready to recaive ships by -the 
1st March, 1908. 
COAL QUAYS. 

Two berths of the new onal quays were 
fini-hed last March. A third berth was com- 
pleted in December last, and a fourth last 
month, ‘The fifth berth will be ready by-next 
Anguét, Tho three other berths, of the total 
of eight. will be ready by the Ist January, 
1909. The construction of the new timber and 
ooal qhays is moat’ necessary to prevent the 
farthst congestion of ‘the wort. In 1895, 
615,000 tons of coal wore imported. Io 1905 
this figure rose to 1,132635 tons, and last 
year to 1,409,754 tons. ‘'h» value of the wood 
imported in 1895 was L.B 496,000. In 1905 
the wood importa amounted to L.B, 1,829,219 
in value, 

ARSENAL QUAY. 

‘Two berths, together with the shede, will 
be handed over by the engineer on the tat 
January next. Two others will bs completed 
by the first Jurie, 1908. Tha site of the old 
jatty attached to this quay, which was made 
in 1840, bas already boon partly dradged, avd 
200,000 equare cubic metre} of embankment 
have been constructed there. The old walls 
will be atilised tor the works. 

THE NBW PASS. 

Vessels will be able to use the now pass from 
next July. ‘The advantage of the new pass, in 
view of tha continual increase in the size of 
commercial steamers, ia obvious, Although, in 
pertectly emooth water, the largest commeroial 
steamers, whan in light dranght not excoading 
28 feat, might enter the port with safety, they 
could not do so if laden with eatgo, or during 
bad weathar,and,iu any case, might, after enter- 
ing, be indefinitely detained in the port until 
they could leave with safety. A'l these diffisal 
ties will bo things of the past by next July. 
'Tha work has necessitated considerable laboar. 
‘Two hopper batgas, a dredgér, and a tng 
arrived last year for the enterprise. Their total 
coat was aboot L.B. 50,000 and they were 
snppliod by Symouda of Reofrew. Tha Britirh 
Admiralty. lont the Egyptivn Government two 
powerfal rock dredgers. ‘Thay have been at 
work for some time, and have nearly finished 
the new pass. ‘Thexe A lmiralty dre igors have 
coutribnted greatly to the economy of thr 
updertaking, and have proved them-olves ad- 
mirably adapted fur the work, making it 
possible to dispense with the delay and expanre 
of blasting, operations.

In any case it is explicitly 
stated that “merit” most be reckoned with 
weoiority in the choice of a magistrate, and in 
practice renior judges bave been passed over 
for the posta of vice-president or president of a 
Court on the ground that they did not possess 
the requisite athority and the necessary 
administrative ospsoity. Lo this case we under- 
stand that the Minister of Jostice and the 
Judicial Adviser have been advised by compe- 
tent authorities asto the merits of the candi- 
dates for the presidenoy of the Native Court of 
Appeal. Under the ciroamstances we do not see 
on what gronnds the ory of “injastice” has 
been raised by one of our contemporaries with 
reference to the appointment in question.

The most 
widely known of the f ‘are the small an- 
cestora of thé elephants and the large horned 
qnadrapeds named Arsincétheria after the 
ancient-Bgyptian Qaeen Arsinée. The Briti 
authorities, and especially Captain H. @. 
Lyons, director of the Geological Survey, bave 
greatly facilitated the expedition. The mem- 
bers ot Professor Osborn’s staff have had pro- 
longed training in their explorations in the 
deserts of the Rocky Mountain region, and it 
is hoped that the knowledge of the life of 
Bpypt in Bocene and O igocens times may be 
still more widely extended.

The quickest manner of getting to Europe 
from Pwrt Said is undoubtedly by the fast 
Mail Steamers “Osiris” and “Isis” to Brindisi. 
One of these leaves Port Said every week, as 
soon as possible after receiving the Indian 


mails from the great liner arrived from 
Bombay. 

These small but, comfortable ships lave 
enormously powerful engifies, and attain a 
very high rate of speed. ‘They are called the 
“Ferry boats,” having been specially built to 
carry the British mail from Port Said to 
Brindisi, If you are going straight through to 
England you will find the train waiting at 
Brindisi which will take you to Calais without 
changing. It has complete arrangements for 
sleeping and eating on board, and you should 
arrive in London on the fifth day from leaving 
Port Said.

Many people seem to regard it as a public 
grievance that the P, and O, Company. does 
not drive its steamers faster when the mails 
are late. Every business man, at least, will 
perceive that that is not a busiriess proposi- 
tion, Why should the P, and O. Company 
ineur increased expenditure and burn more 
coal to raise the speed of its ships, in order to 
Atone for the shortcomings of the Continental 
railways? ~The Company does what it is 
asked to do, and what it contracts to do}

MOSLEMS AND THE SULTAN. 

A well-informed correspondent of the “Times 
of India” at Constantinople reports that the 
Sultan has recently had placed before him a 
letter from Bombay, which seems to have 
‘escaped the vigilance of his secret police, 
Copies of the letter, which is printed in Persian, 
have reached both the Grand Vizier and the 
Foreign Minister, and much consternation is 
the result, although there is not a word in the 
document which is nob justified by actual 
facts, The correspondent has no doubt, from 
internal evidences, that the letter is what it 
professes to be, the work of some natives of 
India who have recently visited Turkey and | 
seen for themselves the misgovernment rife 
throughout the Empire, The letter says that 
as supreme head of Islam his Majesty is held 
in veneration by nearly 200,000,000 Moslems 
in all parts of the world, and remarks that, had 
his policy been different, it would have been easy 
for him tounite all Moslems under hisleadership 
for the mutual benefit of those of their co-reli- 
gionists who lack freedom and education, The 
maladministration of the Empire was the cause 
of foreign interference, and his Majesty's ener- 
gies were concentrated in endeavours to sow 
discord enongst European Powers, and 30 pre- 
vent their working in common tp carry out 
those reforms which he himself should be the 
very first to introduce, Wherever the writers 
travelled in the Sultan’s dominions they saw 
officials living by ext@rtion, and their hearts 
bled at the sight of the Turkish soldiers star- 
ving and in rags, In consequenca of their ill- 
treatment the troops now refused to fight 
against their co-religionists in, Yemen. Moslems 
throughout the world were ashamed that the 
chief Moslem State should beso lost to all ideas 
of good government. Mention is made of 
Germans being paid large salaries merely t 
attend the weekly Selamlik in the train of 
the Sultan, and of the vast sums squandered 
in the purchase of war material at the bidding 
of the-German Emperor, The Hedjaz Rail- 
way appears to the writers to be carried on at 
the present time, whatever its future benefits 
to pilgrims may be, for the sole purpose .of 
putting money into the pocketa of the com 
mittee, with whom the patronage for contracts 
rests, The letter compares the freedom enjoyed 
under Britishrule in India with the tyranny 
existent in Turkey, and it is remarked “hat 
under the former the services of upright honest 
Mohamedans are readily obtainable: The cor 
respondent doubts whether the letter will have 
any immediate good, as the members of his 
Majesty's entourage will not allow him to 
probe these ills and to see for himself how evil 
is the state of affairs, He believes that~were 
the letter souttered broadcast throughout the 
whole Moslem world there would be a general 
uprising of Islam to demand reform,

THE CASE OF M. GANIVET. 


The enrqniry which is being-held by the 
French consolar’ anthorities at Alexandria 
into the scion of M. Raoul Canivet, in re

‘The articles dealing with the matter were, in 
the opinion. of the Russian consolar suathor- 
itier, tho canse of the popular oatbarst which 
onlminated in the attack on the Rossian 
steamer on Satorday, the 19th alto., and the 
affray at the consulate on the following day, 
When the enquiry at the French Consulate is 
terminated it will be decided whether there 
are sufficient grounds according to French law 
for proseonting, | 

A Cairo newspaper remarks : “How has it | 
ome about that the French consalar aathori- | 
tiew at Alexandria are engaged ia prosecuting 
one of their own subjacts,who has only ased the 
liberty which the law of the land recognises 
belonge to each citizen? How'is it that a most 
grave trespass hay been made on the most 
preciour, the most imprescriptable of hnman 
tights ? Where can we discover the reasons for 
svch a feeble line of policy! How osn such an 
attitode be jnatified ? How can one explain the 
inexplicable!” 

This criticism of the Franch Consal at 
Alexandria is qnite beside the mark, as M. 
Girard had to open av erqniry on the com 
aint of the Rassian Conval and the B-yptian 
Government, and it ia ridionlous to oriticisa 
nim for doing whit is his offisial duty.

Garaguani and Fronzi wir 
quite padsable as Marta and Sishel._ Th» 
sopranos were very bad in the chorus; the 
men are exocallent, and the reosption of the 
soldiers’ ch ras ehould encourage them. Sig. 
Battani’s vold was more voticeable than ever ; 
he was foroing all his high notes, H+ oncht to 
have a good rest. His voice seems to have 
gainedin power, if one oan judge fom the 
lowor register; and if ouly ho recovers be 
should bs even better than. ha way iv the xom- 
mer, What a pity we oon'd not bave had Mile 
Davilvy s% Margnerite from the Khedivial 
Thestr !Ooe sopréna of that qualiry would 
make the Abbss company about as go’ d as auch 
‘a company oan bs.
